It is enormous, the annual average per head 
being 325 pounds of bread, 183 quarts of wine, 187 pounds 
of meat, and 28 pounds of fish, or for the whole city, 824,- 
000,000 pounds of bread, 456,000,000 quarts of wine, 538,- 
000,000 pounds of meat, and 67,000,000 pounds of fish. 

And with all this is there no opening for our Amer- 
ican products? Not at present, and not until we have a 
better reciprocity treaty with France. The truth is this 
republic puts a tariff on everything that comes into it, 
and it protects itself quite as well as the United States, 
France goes on the principle, “you tickle me and I'll 
tickle you, and if you don’t, I won't.” 

So far Uncle Sam has not tickled the fair French 
maiden, and as a result she buys only what she cannot 
raise from other countries, taking from us only when she 
is in straits and cannot be supplied elsewhere. In 1900 
she imported about $150,000,000 of food stuffs, and of this 
only $10,000,000 worth came from the United States. 

There is an impression in our country that a vast 
amount of American wine is shipped to France and then 
sent back again under French labels. This Edward 
Green, the secretary of the American Chamber of Com- 
merce here, tells me is a mistake. The French raise 
enough wine to give every man, woman and child in the 
country a half bottle of wine twice a day and leave some 
for export. If American wine came here it would have 
to pay a fair duty, and the importation would be re- 
ported in the customs reports. This is not so, and my 
conclusion is that no American wine is imported. 


A Walk Through the Markets. 


But let us begin our walk through the markets. It is 
early morning and the wholesale auctions are now tak- 
ing place. There are ten acres of building, where thous- 
ands are buying and selling. The auctions begin at day- 
break and last until $ o'clock, meat, vegetables and fish 
of all. kinds being sold m lots to the highest bidders.

PROSPECTS OF SCIENTIFIC MANUFACTURE OF 
THE GEMS ARE GOOD. | 


{Washington Correspondence Brooklyn HBagile:] The 
prospect of the manufacture of diamonds by scientific 
means is considered so likely as to be predicted in a 
government report. T. G. Martin, an expert special agent 
of the Census Office. has written a long and very inter- 
esting report on the eletcrical. industries of the United 
States, in which he incidentally refers to the attempts 
that have been made to produce diamonds artificially. He 
recalls the fact that Moissan, the Frenchman, pushed the 
employment of the electric arc so far as to produce 
minute fragmentary diamonds in his furnaces. Moisean 
also noted the production of graphite from a diamond 
heated in the arc and from the similar treatment of sugar. 
charcoal purified by chlorine and of purified wood char- 
coal. “In fact,” says Mr. Martin, ‘it was due to his in- 
vestigation in this field that he was led to his celebrated 
observations on the formation of diamonds by the sud- 
den cooling in mercury or lead of molten tron saturated 
with tarbon. Out of ail such work it was but natural 
that fanciful speculations should arise as to the possi bil- 
ity of establishing factories for the regular manufacture 
of genuine diamonds at Niagara Falls, where the cheap 
current and other essentials would be ayailabie, but noth- 
ing has resulted within the period under consideration 
from these plausible and sanguine theories. The fact 
remains, however, that in our modern electrical fur- 
maces diamond dust has been produced, and the steps 
leading te the manufacture of larger crystals will be bug

On account of its relative 
size, it is true, it has necessarily become an auxiliary 
branch of the navy and subordinate to it generally, but 
it is a fact, nevertheless, which is not generally known, 
that the Marine Corps antedates both the army and navy, 


and, in point of age if not of size, it is entitled to the 
“right of the line.” 


Origin of the Corps. { 
_ The United States Marine Corps owes its origin to a 
t resolution of the First Continental Congress dated 
ovember 10, 1775, which called into existence two bat- 
talions of marines, and thus established the nucleus of 
the present corps prior to the Declaration of Independ- 
ence and before there was a ship at sea. It is thus seen

CIRCUS PEOPLE LIVE WELL. 


ACCORDING TO ONE OF THEM THEY ARE PRO- 
VIDED WITH THE BEST OF EVERYTHING. 


[Kansas City Journal:] “How does a circus man or 
woman live while on the road?” said a circus man. “Why, 
they live better than ever before. We carry almost 1000 
people, and I doubt if you can find one of that number 
who is discontented with his or her lot. Several years 
ago it was customary with the majority of circuses to 
provide inferior cars for their business staff and per- 
formers and compel the laborers to sleep under the big 
red wagons or the flat car. The passage of time has 
changed the order of things. Circus folks now travel as 
well, if not better, than the majority of men and women 
who are continually moving from one portion of the 
United States to the other in search of pleasure. 

“Our business staff and performers live in spacious 
Pullman cars. The beds are soft and roomy and the 
bed clothing is always fresh and clean. The circus has 
twelve Pullmans of this kind, and on each one is a por- 
ter, whose duty it is to polish the shoes of all the occu- 
pants each night, look after the laundry and make the 
beds and sweep and dust the cars. These cars are ves- 
tibuled and at the head of the train is an extra long 
dining car, where the majority of the people are fed. 
This diner is looked after by a competent steward, with 
a staff of good cooks and waiters, and breakfast and 
dinnér are served there each day. The performers take 
their luncheon on the circus grounds immediately after 
parade. 

“The laborers, including the drivers, canvasmen, hos- 
tlers, property handlers and animal men are served 
with three meals on the grounds. The food provided is 
of the best, and there is always plenty of it. Every 
laborer has a bed. The drivers and  hostlers have 
swinging bunks in the cars directly above their horses; 
the animal men are accommodated in cozy little state- , 
rooms fitted up in the big elephant Cars, while the prop- : 
erty handlers and canvasmen sleep in coaches that 
greatly resemble tourist cars. Everyone has good quar- 
ters and splendid food, and, in consequence, it is seldom 
that a complaint is heard.”

HAT is more effective than the soft-toned fish- 
net drapery that adorns the walls of nearly every 
° studio, and makes the best kind of a background

the San Diego Chamber of 
States Consul at Palermo, oe gives a desc:‘ption of 
the method invented by Igenere Dominico Monfaicone for 
extracting the oil from cull oranges and lemons. The 
translation of the description is a3 follows: 

“A hollow cylinder of sheet iran, from” whose interior 
Projects a great number of metallic spikes, is placed 
diagonally in respect to its longitudinal axis on two hol- 
low trunnions about which it may revolve. This is the 
puncturing apparatus.

set in motion by steam. As the cylinder revolves the 
fruit is thrown upon the spikes in the cylinder, pun 
ing it and allowing the juice to escape. 

“This puncturing apparatus is surrounded by 
cylinder, through a hole in which steam is allowed to 
circulate freely, heating the essence in the interior 
cylinder. If necessary, also, steam may be introduced 
into the interior from the exterior cylinder. 

“The right trunnion connects the interior cylinder witb 
a condenser of the usual spiral shape, the end of which 
lies M another cylindrical vessel. 

“Before this apparatus can be set in motion it is neces- 
sary to produce a vacuum in the condenser and the 
puncturing cylinder which is done by means of a steam 
pump. When thig has been done the other apparatus. {fe 
set in motion. The steam passing into the outer cylinder 
causes the liquid in the puncturing cylinder to boil and 
the steam from this passes through the trunnion and into 
the condenser. Here the steam becomes liquid ‘again 
and is allowed to flow into the third cylindrical vessel, 
from which the oil thus produced can be easily ex-

“Prof. F. A. Jones of this city, who is putting in 
some time in the Oscura Mountains, investigating the 
merits of some immense beds of red hematite, writes ex- 
pressing his belief in the tncomparable richness of the 
district. The ore, which is easily accessible, contains 
no less than 68 per cent. of the best iron in the world. 
Tt is certain to be in great demand and there is enough 
in the district to supply the market for years. Mr. Jones 
doesn't believe there is a body of hematite west of the 
Mississippi River that can compare with the Oscura 
Mountain deposits.

“Everything went along very smoothly until Rands- 
burg’s first fire, on January 11, 1898. 

“This fire was a very disastrous one, as it wiped out 
the whole business portion of the town. However, grit 
and the determination of its pioneers to make it a town 
caused them to begin rebuiiding again, and almost before 
the embers were cold, new buildings were going up. 

“The second fire occurred on May 6, 1898, and again 
the whole town was destroyed.

There is 
now an abundant supply of water, a well-organized fire 
department, with two hose companies equipped with carts 
and 300 feet each of first-class hose. In addition, the 
Fire Commissioners have adopted a stringent ordinance 
in regard to stovepipes, ladders to all houses and the 
kindling of fires, which renders the town comparatively 
safe for the future.

The orange crop in the Riverside 
district for the season of 1902-1903 will! 
approximate 4000 carloads, or about 400 
or 500 carloads more than were shipped

The manufacturer urges that all 
classes of our people are benefited by 
manufacturing establishments of the 
country; that the managers of these 
establishments may be trusted to dire¢t 
their affairs in such a way as to serve | 
the interests of their customers with- 
out interference by law, and that if 
they take any other course it will be 
only a question of time when they must 
give way to wiser men. This is to a 
great extent true. Still, itis the opin- 
fon of a great many intelligent and 
conservative people that there must be 
some sort of restricted and reasonable 
government supervision over concerns 
which are quasi-public in their char- 
acter, in that they practically control 
necessaries of life. It will not do to 
let these combinations “play hob” 
with the public until they meet with 
financial shipwreck. 


The census report britigs out the fact 
that the star of manufacture is moy- 
ing westward with giant strides.

STAR SYSTEM UNKNOWN. 

Of the details of German drama little 
meed be said. It is ‘what the plays 
themselves are that is the most impor- 
tant consideration.

As I said before, the 
intendant of a royal theater engages 
artists Wy the year, and, as a rule, the 
remain in the same place, altho 
sometimes actors are exchanged for a 
performance or two.

MOUNTING OF PLAYS. 
As for the mounting of the plays, that 
side of the productions is one which 
about five hundred people in 
this’ city alone. A score of artists are 
kept at work designing new settings, as 
every play has one entirely its own. 
A German would be astounded to go 
to see a play and find it was given in 
the same house where he saw another 
one. Visiting the office of the head de- 
signer one can look through a book 
of some 400 pages, an illustrated cata- 
logue of scenery which is used in the 
hundreds of plays given throughout the 
year. There are more plays given here 
than in America. There are not the 
long “runs,” for, although even here 
a play is advertised as “given 250 times” 
this means the aggregate, and each 
theater, even those not controlled by 
the government, ves two or three 
plays a week, and returns to plays 
which were given a week or two pre- 


8. ? 
But the mounting is really beautiful. 
The stages are very large, allowing 
changes of scenes in the time which it 
would ordinarily take to tower and raise 
the curtain. In the Hof Theater the 
stage is the same size, and fitted with 
most of the appliances of the Prins- 
‘Regnetten Theater in this city, although 
it was built seventy years ago. The 
most beautiful Venice setting I have 
ever seen on the stage was given here 
in the “Merchant of Venice,” showing 
the rialto, with the canals, gondolas, 
palaces copied by artists who were sent 
to the city. Wallenstein is 
mounted with the same tru - 
ness to actual localities, and with the 


same lavishness. 

Yet this side of the performances is 
kept in its proper place. We have per- 
haps had few truthful mountings in 
our American plays, but we have had 
plenty of lavish ones, and that is one 
of the fau's of the American drama to- 
day~—that the spectacular side of the 
plays is emphasized to the detriment 
of the play itself. This is true in 
France today, where all the gay people 
care to see is some brilliant spectacle, 
with perhaps a little poet thrown 
in to make it seem respectable. 

INTERRUPTIONS AVOIDED. 

It may be interesting, as bearing on 
the seriousness with which Germans 
take their drama, to say it is the cus- 
tom for every one to first read the 
play before seeing it acted. The per- 
formance usually begins at 6 or 6:20: 
in the evening. Owing to the instant 
changes of scene (in the Residence 
Theater there is a revolving stage, so 
that while one scene is being used in 
front another can be set behind,) there 
are no pauses, excepting fifteen min- 
utes or half an hour for beer and sand- 
wiches; and by 9:30 or 10 the perform- 
ance is concluded. Every one is in his 
place when the first curtain goes up; 
or, if any one whe has, perhaps, lived 
in America for part of his life, comes 
in late, the door-keeper most emphat- 
arg refuses to even let him inside 
of the theater unti! the intermission, 
for fear of disturbing those who ‘took 
the trouble to be prompt. 

But it must not be thought that in 
this remark about America, or in any 
of the comparisons and contrasts which 
I have drawn, there is lurking any 
blame against our country. As even 
the Germans say when commenting on 
our faulis, “You are very young.” and 
with us our weak drama is not, as it 
is in France, degeneration—it is the 
triviality of youth.
